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DETAILED ACTION 

Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is eligible 
for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has 
been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 37 
CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 1 1/20/2007 has been entered. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to a method of secure collection and display of a user 
interface in a pre-boot environment. More specifically independent claim 1 and 22 identify the 
uniquely distinct features: executing a monitor routine at a first privilege level to secure a pre- 
boot environment; and executing the password routine at a second privilege level in the pre- 
boot environment to receive the password, wherein the first and second privilege levels are 
different. The closest prior art, Chou et al. (US Patent No. 5892906), discloses a method to 
prevent computer theft by requiring a security routine that would allow or deny access within a 
BIOS memory routine based on the entry of a password or unique information. Another prior art, 
England et al. (US Patent No. 6327652), discloses validating a boot code in order to validate a 
user. Prior art, Patel (US Patent No. 6327660), teaches securing a communication channel 
during a pre-boot operational state. The prior art Zitlaw et al. (US Patent Application Publication 
No. 2004/0128425), teaches a memory subsystem that utilizes complex coding schemes such 
as with a virtual memory or memory management unit. The prior art, taken either singly or in 
combination, fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the limitations of applicant's independent claims, 
in such a manner that a rejection under 35 USC 1 02 or 1 03 would be proper. The claims are 
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therefore considered to be in condition for allowance as being novel and nonobvious over the 
prior art.
